How the Game 
of Policy is Played. 


“You s@>.’’ he said, ‘‘these figures on the 
chart show all the numbers that have won 
during the month. Most policy players 
wouldn't buy a ticket unless they could see 
the chart. They think it gives them a line 
on the luckY numbers. That cigar box there 
is another thing we couldn't do without.”’ 

He opened the bov and took out several 
small wooden disks, each stamped with a 
number. 

“A good many players,’ he. continued. 
“don’t want to guess at the nulfmbers they 
want to put on their tickets. They just 
shut their eyes and reach in this box and 
take out four of these things. Then they 
play the numbers they have drawn. That 
other box over there is filled with slips of 
paper stamped with the class number of 
the next drawing. The player writes his 
numbers on this ticket. If you want to 
piay J’ll show you how it works.”’

A saddle is where you play part o¢ 
your money straight and part of it on the 
chance that two of your numbers will be 
drawn. Now, if you put 20 cents on the 
threes and 5 cents on the twos and three 
of your numbers win, you will get $41,50. If 
only two of your numbers are drawn you 
will get $1.50."’ e

“Tl did not evict her as charged,’’ said Mrs. 
McGann to the Post-Dispatch Thursday. 
“The room is damp, foul and wholly unfit 


for residence purposes. I saw that Mrs. Mc- 
Guire intended camping there for the winter 
and knew that she would die from exposure 
to the cold. I told her that I would pay a 
month's rent for her somewhere else if she 
could secure quarters, but this she did not 
do, and out of kindness to her I asked the 
police to take her to the hospital. 

“Mrs. McGuire's son, Dennis, lives in the 
house tmmediately adjacent to mine. Dennis 
is a vender of vegetables. Mrs. McGuire 
has other relatives in this block, but none of 
them have given her any assistance during 
her stay in my house. Personally, I have 
always found the old lady well be- 
haved. She would go out during 
the day time and earn a few pennies 
by menial toll and then return to her cellar 
room to sleep at night. This has been go- 
ing on for nine months and she would have 
died before the winter passed. 

It is almost beyond comprehension that a 
person could inhabit such a room as the 
one Mrs. McGuire has occupied at the Mc- 
yann home. Slats are nailed across the 
windows in lieu of glass, the floor is strewn 
with rubbish and one corner of the room is 
filled with kindling wood. The air is damp, 
noisome and stifling. Here Mrs. McGuire 
has cooked her little bites upon a coal oil 
stove and slept upon rags and shuckc.

Astor and Charles Peabody, Jr., went be- 
fore Surrogate Thomas and stated that 
they were the only Surviving executors 0!

HYPNOTISM AND CRIME. 

Hypnotism appears once more in the annals of crime in the 
Rice conspiracy case, related in Wednesday’s Post-Dis- 
patch. 

So little is known of the real nature, scope and power of 
hypnotism that the probability of its use for criminal purposes 
cannot now be estimated.

Jones may have hypnotized his 
employer and bedeviled the wits of the lawyer. But why lug 
in hypnotism before it is proven that the man is not an or- 
dinary rascal with more than ordinary understanding of hu- 
man nature? :

What have the pessimists to say to the case of Helen Kel- 
ler, the deaf, dumb and biind girl who has just passed the en- 
trance examination to Radcliffe College with high honors? 

Without sight, she perceives the beauty of the world which 
many keen-sighted ones miss. Without hearing, she has an 
intuition of melody and meter, which is seen in the happy ap- 
pearance of her face when she is acquiring knowledge through 
the difficult channels alone open to her. With most of the 
means of communication with her fellows closed, she finds 
intense joy in that interchange of ideas and affection of 
which she is capable. 

The average man, woman or child has a thousand more 
means of gratifying sense, brain and emotion at any moment 
of time than this girl has. Yet the average individual with 
full powers of perception has not her patience, happy con- 
tentment and belief in humanity and nature. 

Helen Keller's story should be made familiar to the young 
everywhere. It would do much to prevent that epidemic of 
despair which has no real foundation, but which makes 
homes unhappy and fills the newspapers with painful records.

Richard Croker’s confident prediction that New York City 
wiil give Bryan a majority of 100,000 is not of much impor- 
tance in the light of the vote of 1896. 

In that year McKinley's plurality in the state and city 
Was 268,469. The State outside Greater New York gave Mc- 
Kinley a plurality of 211,373. Croker’s anticipated plurality of 
100,000 in the city will not overcome this. 

In 1898, however, Roosevelt's plurality was only 17,786. In 
that year the Democratic vote was 92,552 greater than in 
1896 and the Republican vote 158,131 less. But Roosevelt's plu- 
rality outside the city was 98,982. If this division of parties 


is maintained and the Democrats carry the city by 100,00e

Written for the Post-Dispatch 
FTER a year of experimental work, 
A carried on in the schools of Chicago 
by members of the child study de- 
partment, it has been given out that the 
average large pupil is mentally brighter 

than the small one. 

Out of 700 children who were examined 
for the purpose of obtaining statistics upon 
which to base comparisons, the mentally | 
bright child was almost invariably the’! 
physically strong, well-developed boy or 
girl. 

We may especially pride ourselves, too, 
in the inspiring fact that these statistics | 
have been taken from schools where there | 
is the largest proportion of pupils descended | 
from American-born parents, so they un- 
doubtedly give a true estimate of the av-| 
erage American middle-class child. 

The effect of diet and environment was | 
also demonstrated in these tests, and it was 
found that good, simple food, exercise in 
the fresh air, ventilated sleeping rooms and |} 
cleanliness were all important factors in’ 
the mental as well as the physical well- 
being of the child. | 

“The old saw ‘a healthy mind in a healthy | 
body,’ says Dr. Smedley, the medical di-| 
rector, ‘“‘has always been Known, but never | 
has it been so startlingly demonstrated as'/§ 
in our test. It works with mathematical | 
accuracy.” 

Every mother in the land should have it, 
impressed upon her, and I declare I be-| 
lieve it vastly more important missionary 
work than much labor that is béing done in 
the name of philanthropy. _

Paris Exposition. Persons in our western 
world know little about the so-called “‘liv- 
ing Buddhas of Mongolia."’ I do not Know 
that I as a Christian missiqnary should 
call them gods, but they are so regarded 
iby the natives of that country. 
| There are three of these living Buddhas. 
They are designated by number. Living 
|Buddha No. 1 is at Llassa, in the interior 
-of Thibet. So far as has been learned he 
has never been seen by a white man. Urga, 
‘a town near the Siberian border, is the 
home of No. 2, while No. 3 is the god of the 
| Kossack Mongolians in Siberia. 

How these living gods are chosen is not 
definitely known, but they all belong to the 
|Lama class which constitutes the priest- 
hood of Mongolia. 

Buddha No. 2 at Urga has been fre- 
quently seen by American missionaries. I 
had his photograph, but it was destroyed 
during the Boxer raid at Kalgan after 
our departure.

CHRISTIANITY IN TURKEY 


An Exciting Experience During the 
Massacre of Armenians by the 


pip Soldiery. 


BY REV. HENRY OTIS DWIGHT, 
Of Canina ie (Who is stopping at 45:9 
West Point boulevard.) 

Turkey is gradually giving way to Chris- 
tian civilization. Progress is slow, but the 
signs are unmistakable. The great difficulty 
is that the people do not correctly estimate 
the relative importance of phases of our 
civilization and they are prone to pay at- 
tention to non-essentials. 

We are not allowed by the government 
to work directly among the Turks. We 
werk among the Armenians and Greeks, 
but our work has an indirect influence upon 
the Turks. For instance we have succeeded 
in awakening the Armenians and Greeks to 
the necessity of educating women and chil- 
dren, and they are eager to learn. The 
Mohammedans see Armenian and Greek 
women and children enjoying these priv- 
ileges and they clamor for them, The con- 
sequence is that the Mohammedans have 
been forced to open schools for women and 
children. 

The Bible is coming to be looked upon as 
a good book to read. Heretofore it was 
regarded as an object of worship. Another 
good thing is that we are prevailing upon 
the old Greek and Armenian churches in 
which the spirit had died, to make their 
religion a reality; and the example of this 
has inereased the respect of the Moham- 
medans for Christianity. 


Massacre of 

Armenians. 

I was in Constantinople during the Ar- 
menian massacres in 18%. I was in the 
Bible house, which was constantly in dan- 
ger because of the belief among the Mo- 
hammedans that we had succored Armen- 
inns. At the height of the massacre when
